Eat Inadequate Diets’ 


Wa.shington fUPl) — Despite unprecedented affluence 
and readily availab le cheap food, half the families in Amer­ 
ica cat inadeq uate diets, an Agriculture Dept, nutrition 
.survey indicated Monday . 
The study showed that one 
out of every five families 
rich and poor alike — had 
“ poor" diets w h i l e another 
three out of ten families did 
only slightly b etter, though 


that 50% of the 7,500 “ repre­ 
sentative" families checked 
had good diets, compared to 
60% in 1955. 
The number o f po o r diets 
still not sufficient to b e con-1 increased fro m 15 to 2 0% o v er 
sidered “ good" b y nutrition the same perio d. 
experts. 
The r e p o r t came as a 
surprise to go v ernment o ffi­ 
cials in that it sho wed t h e 
number 
o f families 
eating 
“ go o d" diets declined by a 
significant percentage in the 
perio d fro m 19 5 5 to 19 65 . 
As a result of the findings, 
Agriculture Secretary Orville 
L. Freeman Monday ordered 
a stepped up nutrition educa­ 
tion program. 
Monday ’s rejxirt, first of a 
series b ased on a nationwide 
s u r v e y conducted in the 
spring of 1965 b y the agricul­ 
ture research service, said 


Of the 50% of the households 
b elow standard dietary lev­ 
els, the m o s t common de­ 
ficiencies were in calcium, 
Vitamin A and ascorb ic acid. 
This could b e largely attri­ 
b uted to decreased use of 
milk and milk products and 
vegetab les and fruit. 
Agriculture officials 
s a i d 
they could not determine the 
exact reasons for these de­ 
clines, though the “ b ewilder­

Florida’s registration is ab ove 300,000, OUi- 
cr states that made up the old Confederacy 
are all ab ove 200,000 with two exceptions, Ar­ 
kansas and South Carolina.

The Negro may hav e mo v ed up fro m the 
back o f the bus but he has barely entered 
the bo o ks, libraries and museums that reco rd 
the natio n’s histo ry .

This was the comment of John Beckler, 
Associated Press w'riter, who tells of the re­ 
cent interest in Negro his­ 
tory. A Negro who visited 
the 
Smithsonian Institu­ 
tion said he found only one 
item with which he could 
identify: “It was a mural of Eli Whitney and 
the cotton gin and you know who was picking 
that cotton.” 
Beckler tells of a white woman participat­ 
ing in a panel discussion on Negro history and 
culture in Washington last week who con­ 
fessed she had graduated with honors from 
an Ivy League college without every having 
heard of Frederick Douglass. 
A random check of persons coming into 
the office found only one person out of five 
who could identify him as an ab olitionist. Yet 
Douglass was a distinguished Negro, whose 
mother was a Negro slave of exceptional in­ 
telligence and whose father was a white man. 
Douglass, too, was a slave. He escaped to the 
North to b ecome a b rilliant orator, journalist 
and anti-slave leader. His autob iography, “The 
Life and Times of Frederick Douglass,” ap­ 
peared in 1882.

Beckler asks ho w many scho o l children, 
fo r instance, are taught that when Admiral 
Peary battled his way to the No rth Po le, a Ne­ 
gro friend and asso ciate, Matthew Henso n,

Or that at Bunker Hill 
amo ng tho se no t sho o ting until he saw the 
whites o f their ey es was Peter Salem, a Ne­ 
gro , who , when he did sho o t, bro ught do wn 
the British co mmander?

One participant in last week’s conference 
on Negro history in Washington said, “there 
is tremendous opposition to open history.” 
This is n 0 1 surprising as open history 
does not always show the white man in a good 
light. Yet there is a growing desire

tory of the Negroes.•

No thing indicates this mo re than the fact 
that “ The Co nfessio ns o f Nat Turner” by Wil­ 
liam Sty ro n has had a lo ng run in the to p ten 
best sellers. This is the sto ry o f the rebellio n 
o f Nat Turner, based o n a co nfessio n o f the 
Negro , and fictio nalized by the autho r w h o 
liv ed in the v icinity fo r many y ears. It is no t 
pleasant reading fo r whites o r Negro es.

But where is the Negro history? The docu­ 
mentation on which history rests, the diaries, 
letters, records, pictures, newspapers, are 
lacking. Such material is in attics, in b ase­ 
ments, in trunks and b oxes, stored, forgotten 
and in danger of rotting away. 
There 
is a b ill b efore Congress to estab ­ 
lish a commission for ferreting out historical 
material. California, Michigan and Connecti­ 
cut have passed laws calling for the teaching 
of Negro history in their schools. 
In Washington, the Frederick Douglass In­ 
stitution and Museum has a wide array o f m a­ 
terial availab le to the school children o f the 
District of Columb ia. Negroes should 
he l p 
historians in their search for the Negro’s past.

o nly find a ho use in t h e 
blo ck o r area which has a 
white sign with black let­ 
ters designating it as t h e 
ho me o f a “ Blo ck Mo ther” , 
Mrs. Beggs explained. 
Omaha Started 
A similar pro ject began in 
Omaha three years ago af­ 
ter a number o f scho o l chil­ 
dren were repo rted mo lested 
o n their way to and fro m 
scho o l, she no ted. 
“ We began the pro gram 


in Linco ln befo re anything 
like that really happens,”
